DRAMA STUDENTS IN COMEDY 
VIE WITH PROFESSIONAL CAST 

Members of N. Y. U. Classes to Give Special Matinee of "Thank-U" 
in Theatre Where It Is Having Successful Run; News Notes and 
Gossip of Stage and Screen along Broadway's Gay White Lane. 



WTH the consent and co-operation of John 
Golden, producer of "Thank-U," now play- 
ing at the Longacre Theatre, New York, 
students attending- drama classes conducted by 
Profs. Carey C. D. Briggs and Randolph Somerville, 
at New York University, will enact all the roles in 
that comedy at a special matinee performance on 
Monday, Feb. 6. This is said to be the first time in 
the history of the stage that amateur students of 
the drama have attempted to interpret a professional 
play in the same theatre in which it is running. 

The proceeds of the performance will go in their 
entirety to the Endowment Fund of New York Uni- 
versity, now being raised, and which has already 
reached the neighborhood of $2,000,000. The comedy 
of "Thank-U" was chosen for the experiment be- 
cause its theme has to do with the underpayment of 
the humanitarian professions, and one of the objects 
of the Endowment Fund is to provide better pay for 
the teaching staff of N. Y. U. 

Producer Golden entered whole-heartedly into the 
project. He is not only furnishing the manuscript 
of the play, but the accessories, stage settings and 
costumes of the entire production, but also the ser- 
vices of P. E. McCoy, his general stage manager, as 
professional coach. Mr. Golden says he welcomes 
any interest that collegians show in the drama, as 
he believes the infusion of young blood from the 
universities will mean much for the future welfare 
of the theatre. 
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Right in the midst of a successful engagement at 
The Playhouse in "Drifting, " a melodrama of the 
far east, Miss Alice Brady was forced to abandon 
her role because of a threatened attack of acute 
appendicitis.

SURE it's a great battle a "comer" puts up before 
he is knocked out for the first time. Take the 
case of a slam-bang, rattling good youngster, 
who has been bowling them over like ten-pins, who 
hasn't suffered an adverse decision even.

He agreed to 
prove it to New Yorkers at Madison Square Garden, 
Jan. 12—- eight years ago this month. 

In the early rounds the Calif ornian, dancing in and 
around Gibbons, out-phantomed the St. Paul crack,

McAllister Takes First Knockout Medicine from Mike Gibbons, St. 
Paul Phantom, in Seventh Round; Other Notable Encounters.

and pushed his light left hand against Mike's face so 
often that Gibbons must have thought there were at 
least a dozen gloves in the ring. Mind that those 
were the days when Mike Gibbons was as near to 
the middleweight championship as it is possible to 
be without getting vaccinated by the title. 

It looked mighty promising for the youngster, con- 
sidering his impressive record and the manner in 
which he was burying the skill of the St. Paul wiz- 
ard. McAllister stuck his left into Mike's face with 
tantalizing regularity and Gibbons soon showed that 
the treatment was displeasing to him. 

The first four rounds clearly belonged to McAl- 
lister. His punches were not damaging Mike, but 
they were coloring his face a deeper and still deeper 
red. Gibbons turned to hard socking and found that 
Bob had a defense that would not crumple. It 
finally dawned on Mike that his only chance of de- 
feating the California boxer rested in a knockout, 
as he could not beat him to the punch at long range 
and McAllister sewed him up well in the clinches. 

In the fifth frame Gibbons sent over a hard right 
that landed on McAllister's jaw and made his knees 
wobble. Bob recovered, however, and got back to 
his jabbing. 

The sixth session clearly belonged to Gibbons. 
Starting with the bell the "Phantom" set the pace 
and he gave Bob no rest until it clanged again. 
Gibbons did not take a backward step during the 
inning, while he scored several jarring rights, taking 
Bob's medicinal left in the bargain. 

The seventh canto was called. A short right 
uppercut to the point of McAllister's jaw started the 
trouble within twenty seconds. Then Mike bore in 
with a f usilade which ended only when another right 
uppercut to the jaw stretched McAllister on the 
canvas. He had already kept on his feet under a 
storm of punches which would have dropped many a 
boxer far more rugged than the Californian. Once 
Bob was in distress, Gibbons did not let up a min- 
ute, but used every punch on the pugilistic calendar 
that he knows. And Mike knows them all. 

McAllister went down slowly to a sitting posture, 



and then slowly straightened out. He was out for 
fully twenty seconds. Yes, it was his first defeat 
and first knockout, but not his last. Jack Dempsey 
later did it in one round. 

JACK GOODMAN GETS HIS 

Still another first swan song is on the boards for 
this week. It happened in a ten-round no-decision 
go between Packey McFarland, the Chicago stock- 
yards champion, and Jack Goodman, both light- 
weights, at the Fairmont Athletic Club of New York 
city, Jan. 17, 1911, that is, eleven years ago this month. 

While it lasted the bout was the fastest and clean- 
est that New York fans had seen in some time. 
Both boys knew their ' boxing and skilfully fought 
the whole distance in high gear. 

Jack's ace was a lightning left which struck Mc- 
Farland repeatedly. But Packey had all the better 
of the first, third and fourth rounds. High up on 
toes like a dancer McFarland boxed, shooting in 
punches from every angle and blocking superbly. 
Though Goodman was elusive, Packey showed he 
had the aim of an army sharpshooter. 

When the fifth round was called Packey changed 
his style of battle. He left openings for Goodman's 
left. He worked Jack into a neutral corner. Out 
flashed Goodman's left staight to the mark, like the 
strike of a rattler. 

Again Jack lunged with his left, leaving himself 
open. Bing ! Packey's port paw had beaten him to 
it. Crash ! Packey's right followed it in a circling 
uppercut that smashed Goodman's jaw heavenward. 

Over on his knees flopped Goodman, goodly sur- 
prised He rose on one knee and waved one fist in 
front of him, trying to brush away the cobwebs. On 
the count of nine he jumped to his feet and threw 
his whole body into a left, falling into a clinch. 

Packey faded away quickly, set himself and leaped 
in again with his left curled into a short arm punch. 
It went home with an echo that shook the rafters, 
followed less than a second later by Brother Right 
Paw. 

Goodman dropped like a toppling tree and stretched 
out, apparently lifeless. It was several seconds after

DAILY an old fellow named John Bull, bitterly 
chagrined by the loss of his prizering su- 
premacy to the Yankee lubbers whom Sayers, 
Mace and King taught to box, prays for a two-fisted 
Moses to come and lead English boxing out of the 
wilderness— and the man who can do it will be a 
national hero, as Georges Carpentier was to France. 
Just about the eve of the present century, pugilistic 
fans on the north sea isle thought they had found 
him in Thomas (Pedlar) Palmer. 

Physically and fistically Tom was a perfect copy of 
of the Englishman's imaginary ideal boxer. He 
stood 5 feet VA inches in height, weighed 115 pounds, 
and was as stockily built and well developed as Kid 
Lavigne, the American lightweight. His style of 
boxing was characteristically English. To escape 
blows he depended not so much upon his guard as

upon his ability to duck;»on offense he used mainly a 
straight left. 

Palmer was a born fighter. In 1880, at the age of 
five, he appeared on the stage as the "midget pugi- 
list," continuing the act several seasons. Later he 
joined his father, who was a "hawker" or "pedlar" 
of all sorts of cheap and easily portable goods, in his 
walks about the country, whence Tom gained his 
ring name, Pedlar Palmer. 

Those outdoor tramps toughened his hardy, rugged 
body. Furthermore, he acquired a real knowledge 
of the use of his fists, for very often he had to fight 
two or three men Lbigger than himself, or see his 
crippled father and his stock-in-trade cast into the 
street. 

Starts as a Trial Horse 

As a trial-horse for the National Sporting Club of 
London, 1893-1895, the Pedlar wormed himself into 
the hearts of the organization's aristocratic members 
by whipping Walter Croot, Mike Small, Bill Mortimer 
and Ernie Stanton, the pick of the bantam crop. 

Then, Nov. 25. 1895, he elevated himself to the fistic 
nobility by beating Billy Plimmer, fresh from three 
years of conquests in America, to a standstill in four- 
teen rounds, winning the bantamweight champion- 
ship of the British Isle with the victory. 

Immediately Palmer took a flying trip to America, 
where on Jan. 30, 1896, at Madison Square Garden, he 
fought six exhibition rounds with featherweight 
champion George Dixon. 

Almost before the colored lad realized it the Pedlar 
let go with his left. The glove landed on Dixon's 
chin. Admirers of both boys thought "Little Choco- 
late" had been taken unawares. There was no ap- 
plause just then, but a minute later, after the Pedlar 
had found Dixon with his left four or five times, it 
came in a torrent. The second and third rounds 
were duplicates of the first, except that Palmer, to 
escape Dixon's rushes, ducked more frequently. 

Up to that point Dixon seemed to have been be- 
wildered by Palmer's cleverness. In the fourth 
frame, however, he woke up and delivered a straight 
to the mouth and a left and right swing. Palmer 
countered prettily. Dixon continued to score against 
the Britisher in the fifth and sixth sessions, but if a 
decision were given at the conclusion of the bout it 
would have been a draw. 

Piles Up Victories in England 

Having shown his wares, the Pedlar treeked back 
to England, with instructions to the New York rep- 
resentative of the National Sporting Club that "you 
keep sending 'em over and I'll keep knocking 'em 
down." Thence, until the summer of 1899, he was as 
successful as his boast, trimming Johnny Murphy, 
Dave Sullivan and Billy Rotchford, American ban- 



tams, and Ted Willis, Ernie Stanton and Billy Plim- 
mer, English, again. 

The year 1899 was famous in America as the year 
of the Brooklyn hurricane, generally known as "Ter- 
rible Terry" McGovern. The Pedlar decided he could 
weather that storm. He and McGovern were matched 
for the bantamweight championship of the world, 
twenty-five rounds, to be fought at the Westchester 
Athletic Club of Tuckahoe, N. Y. 

The day of the fight arrived. Its result is history— 
a knockout in the first round. The Pedlar, contrary 
to all his expressed intentions to fight cleverly and 
prolong matters so that he could utilize his inimit- 
able skill at long range, contrary to all his ring ex- 
perience and his British nature, began to slug and 
set a pace worthy of a rough-and-tumble fighter of 
the old school. 

Failing at these tactics. Palmer sought to bring all 
his celebrated defensive tactics into play. 

But it was too late. McGovern was like a machine 
gun which has a definite number of shots to fire and 
he kept plugging away relentlessly. Before the 
bombardment the Pedlar faltered, gradually his 
knees sagged and finally he sank to the floor, beaten 
insensible. The time of the knockout was 2 minutes 
and 32 seconds. 

Deeply chagrined, the little giant slipped back to 
England quickly. His pride was hurt more than his 
body, consequently, his skill in the arena was dulled 
henceforth, though not forgotten. 

While he defeated Harry Ware in twenty rounds, 
May 28, 1900, he lost a second encounter and the 
bantam crown of the old country to Ware, Nov. 12, 
1900, also twenty rounds. 

Then, for a brief time, it looked as if he might 
comeback. He defeated George Dixon, no longer 
featherweight champion of the world, but still a rat- 
tling good man, in fifteen rounds at the National 
Sporting Club, Sept. 8, 1902. 

Dixon Keeps Boring In 

On the stroke of the opening bell Palmer met 
Dixon's rush with a straight left for the mouth, 
effectively stopping the American. Dixon kept bor- 
ing in for a few rounds, but the Pedlar's left held 
him in check. 

The negro then changed his tactics and went on 
the defensive. Palmer was willing to carry the fight 
to his opponent and by pretty hard boxing landed 
his left and right almost at will. He had Dixon's 
face pretty badly cut up by the time the tenth round 
was over, while he had suffered little damage. 

In the twelfth aound, when Palmer had battered 
his hands all to pieces by his blows to Dixon's face, 
the colored lad started in to clean up, but he was too 
late. He gave the Englishman a good drubbing, but 
the Pedlar had a clear right to the decision on points

Palmer was not so successful in an attempt to 
wrest the featherweight title of England from Will 
Curley, Dec. 15, 1902. The big boy knocked him out 
in eight rounds. 

The Pedlar's only fights in 1903 were with George 
Dixon again. The first, eight rounds at Whitechapel, 
was awarded to the Britisher, but "Little Chocolate" 
won the second, twenty rounds, at Newcastle. 

Palmer's next championship fight was with Ben

With Dempsey it is probably a matter of curiosity 
and pride. Jack is of a most inquiring turn of mind. 
His climb up the pugilistic ladder to the dizziest 
peaks has awarded him not only with an abundance 
of the world's material trophies, but has served as 
an education. Dempsey has learned much as a re- 
sult of his contact with people during training ses- 
sions and road tours; his appetite for knowledge has 
been whetted and he picks up fast. A European 
tour will amplify the broadening process already 
begun. 

Jabez "White, Albany bantam sailed along with 
Buff and Diamond. He recently joined the Diamond 
stable and on the present tour will appear in exhibi- 
tions with. Buff in London dance halls and vaudeville 
houses. Before he sailed Buff was promised three 
matches on the other side: with Tommy Harrison, 
Charley Ledoux and Jimmy Wilde. The last bout is 
the most important. 

Kilbane's tour is expected to include England, 
Scotland, Ireland, Wales, France, Belgium, Germany, 
Switzerland and Italy and perhaps Austria. He will 
be gone six months. The featherweight champion 
will be accompanied by his wife and little daughter, 
May; Jack Garvey, his business representative; Al 
Ziemer, his sparring partner, and Jimmy Dougherty, 
of Philadelphia, a personal friend. Kilbane does not 
expect to meet any foreign boxers in anything but 
exhibition bouts. He will put on sparring exhibi- 
tions with Ziemer. 

Dempsey's plans are not as yet completely formu- 
lated, saving his expressed desire to take a jaunt 
upon alien soil.

One of the reasons why Benny Leonard hesitated 
before he would risk his lightweight title in a deci- 
sion bout in New York was impressively uncovered 
recently when the referee and two boxing commis- 
sion judges rendered a verdict that gave Andy 
Chaney the decision over "Babe" Herman in a ten- 
round fracas between those two classy feather- 
weights at Madison Square Garden. 

Herman, the shifty little Portuguese protege of 
Jack Kearns and "buddy" of Jack Dempsey, who 
hails from the Pacific coast, handed Chaney, former 
Baltimorean but now a resident New Yorker, a neat 
lacing in at least six of the ten rounds, during which 
he slammed him with everything but the ringposts, 
and the fans expected he would be declared the 
winner. When Joe Humphreys announced that the 
judges had awarded the fight to Chaney there was a 
howl thnt shook the girders of the Garden. 

It was Herman's second fight since his recovery 
from a surgical operation necessitated by an illness 
last fall. He entered the ring weighing 126%, to 
for Chaney. The latter, however, had height and

Jordan, new holder of his old bantamweight title. 
The contest was decided at the National Sporting 
Club, Dec. 12, 1904, Jordan winning a fifteen-round 
decision, although the spectators cried loudly for a 
draw. 

The following year he had his last crack at a 
world's title. Jem Bowker, who had captured the 
world's bantamweight championship, agreed to give 
away five pounds to the Pedlar in a twenty-round go 
at the National Sporting Club, March 20, 1905, for the 
title and a large purse. 

It was one of the cleanest and prettiest matches 
ever fought in that famous clubhouse, but after the 
tenth round the Pedlar, though now he fought with 
all his old-time skill and cunning, realized that he 
was a has-been. The referee stopped the fight in 
the twelfth, after Palmer had been knocked down 
twice. 

Johnny Bull's two-fisted Moses had not material- 
ized in Pedlar Palmer. Still disappointed, but game, 
he continued fighting until 1912, when he retired, 
except for frequent exhibition matches. But as a 
forty-three-year-old veteran he enlisted in the Eng- 
lish army during the world war and fought in France, 
both against the Germans and against buddies who 
were anxious to meet him in exhibition matches at 
army entertainments.
